In view of the Board Decision handed down on July 14, 2009, claims 1-15 are 
allowable over Japanese Publication No. 2000-296336 to Naito et al., which does not 
recognize the criticality in the mixing time for Liquid B to be added to Liquid A, Liquid C, 
or a mixture of the Liquid A and the Liquid C, said mixing time being over a period of 0.1 
to 15 minutes.
